THE U. 8. SUPREME COURT.

Mir. Cleveland Appears Before it for
Practice,

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Probably the most common source of
the propacation of tuberculosis is the
phthisic sputum of tuberculous persons.
The expectorated excretum, being care-
lessiy deposited on the streets or else-
where, tinstead of in handkerchiefs or
vessels, to be subsequently buried or
burued, as should always b done)
beeomes dried, pulverizad, and dis-
semivated in the the aumosphere as
dust. The inhalation of this dust
plants the death-dealing bacilli in the
lungs and tuberculosis is devolopad. 1In
this way it is that most cuses dovelop in
the lungs. Koch declared (hat the dan-
ger of getting the tubercle-L.cilli from
tnbercuious animals, while by no wean
to be underrated, was very much loss
than the danger from phihisic sputum.
As tuberenlous animals produce no spn
tuwm, the source of contagion here lies in
either drinking the milk or eating the
flesh of the animals thus zFected. The
latter danger amounts to very little in
view of tne cooking of the {lash, but the
danger from milk, in the light of recent
investigations, appears to be much
greater than Koch suppo:ed. It is the
result of these investigations that it is
the object of this article to cite. They
Harold C. Ernst, of
Boston, and are described in full by him
in a bulletin issued last month from the
Hatch Fxperiment Station of the Mas
sachusetts Agricultural College at Am
herst.

Koch asserted that tubercalosis fro:
cow's milk needed only to be feared

when tue mammary glands themselves

were involved, and that it was only
necessary to ascertain the existence or
absence of actual lesions of the udder,
in order to take care accordinely. Bat
Dr, Frost’s expernaents lead him to
conelude that the milk of tubercalous
cows 1s dangerous in the abseeines of all
such lestous whatever, and he snmns up
the resuits of biz experimen's as follows

“1st, and emplatieally, the pnlk from
cows affected with tubercuiosis in any
part oi the body may coutain the virns
of the disease.

2nd. The virus is present whether
there 1s disease of the udder or not,

3rd. There is no ground for the asser-
tion that there must be  le-ion of the

- udder before the milk enn contain the

infection of tuberculosis,
4th, On the contrary, the bacilli of
' tubereculosis are present and active in a
- very large proportion of cases in the
| milk of cows aflected with tuberculosis
but with no discoverable lesion of the
| udder.”
The failure to detect the baeilli in milk
| from tubzreulous cows is by no means a
! sure indication that the 1ilk is not af
| fected. Dr. Ernst, in examicing 114
!| specimens of milk from cows which pre
| sented symptoms of tuberculosis of th:
lungs or elsewhere, but which showed
no signs of disease of the udder of any
kind, detected tubercle-baciili in ouly
17 specimens, and yet expresses surpiise
that they were detected in so many.
' This uncertainty of their deteetion is
due to unavoidable dilution in the ex-
amination, As be says, “the amount of
| dilution to which the organi-ms must be
subjected diminishes immensely the
chance of their being found at all.™ A
much safer test, then, as to whether the
milk is inflected or not is that of innoc
ulation. Experiments in Germaoy with
twenty specimens of milk from tuber
ciilous cows showed that eleven out of
tae twenty produced tuberculo-is by in
oculation in guinea pigs. wile in only
one of the twenty could the actu:
| presence of the tubercle hac [li be de
tected. Of these twenty spoc. neus, five
were from cows affected wi'h eneral
tuberculosis of all the organs iu a hi

degree, six were from cows= aticcted o)
the disease in only a moderate degres
'and nine were from cows in which

the disease was localized iu the Jungs,

| By the inoculation experiments 80 per
cent. of the specimens from the cows of
the first class produced tabuculosis, 64
per cent. of the second class, and 33 per
cent. of the third class. Such resuls
as these, coupled with those reached
by Dr. Ernst, are very significan:
and interesting, and show the neces
| sity of care apd circamspection in
the matter of tuberculous cattle and the
milk from them. Dr. lirush, who ha
made a long, diligent and searcling
study of the subjcct, in an article rea
hefore the New York Academy of Med:
cipe in April of last year, deelared that
where a community was closely con
uected with inbred dairy cattle, tuber-
culosis prevailed, znd, vice verza, if
there were no inbred dairy catile, there
was no tuberculosi=: that bhe
lieved that the disease was origi-
pally derived from tae  bovine
species; that he believed that 50 pes
cent. of all dairy cattle were affected by
it, and quoted statistics showing that
phthisis was unknown wherever there
was a race of people without cattie: and
that, furthermore, he believed that if
all the cattle in this country, were to be
killed, the disease would finally die out
entirely here.
